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Rain and drafts when a door window is partly 
open can give you trouble on a ’65 Plymouth. 
This happens because of an inward slant in the 
glass as it is lowered or raised. To fix it, get a 
piece of Plexiglas and cut it, as above, following 
a cardboard pattern. Make four 2l2"-by-/4" angle 


fasteners from scrap aluminum. Drill holes in 
fasteners and Plexiglas. Countersink the holes in 
the Plexiglas (on the outside). Cut eight brass 
stove bolts to size, drill the window frame for 
metal screws, and install the Plexiglas screen. 
You'll find your troubles are over.

Don’t throw away an old oil pump. You can 

make a handy little pump from it that will have 
a good many uses; for instance, regreasing a 
rear axle. The bent pushrod acts as a crank; the 
pipe is for suction, the hose for delivery. 




When a brake light won’t function and the park¬ 
ing lights come on instead, check the bulb. One 
filament in a dual-filament bulb can short it in¬ 
ternally. A half-melted filament support may 
fuse to a good filament and switch the current.
